en years ago with but $500 is now over 
$17,000. 
Indications are th a t the fund will 
be in excess of $20,000 in the im m edi­ 
ate future.

NEW YORK, July 11.—The com- 
mitee of fourteen skipped a lot of 
places when they were investigating 
vice in New York. 
They picked out the unspeakables” 
among the speakeasies and blanketed 
several hundred haunts of harmless 
pleasure and anti-volstead cheer with 
the charge that they were operated 
• frequently as houses of prostitution, 
that the majority of night club hos­ 
tesses were immoral, and that dance 
halls were the gateway by which 
young girls olten entered 
lives of 
vice.” 
According to Leona, one of the 
girls in a certain night club in the 
“Red light district” of the West For­ 
ties, “That’s a lot of bull”. 
Leona has a peculiar accent, a well- 
chiseled face with features that might 
be considered beautiful if they con­ 
tained some expression of vivacity 
and a well but slightly over-built 
figure. She is typical of her profes­ 
sion as night club entertainer in the 
cheaper, more furtive resorts. 
When your committee of one trying 
to place Leona’s accent asked where 
she came from she said, "Vienna”, j 
Pressed a bit about the prater and 
ringrun in Vienna she decided she 
was from Iowa. 
"Why did you leave home?” she 
was asked. 
"I wanted to go on the stage,” 
she said, and went 011 with the old 
old story. She had got "in trouble” 
when quite young at home. Fear, des- 1 
peration, 
ignorance, poverty — she 
shrugged and laughed off the bitter­ 
ness of that distant memory. 
She did chorus work for a while, 


but ‘‘didn't get the break," looking for 
a job she heard about this work, it 
sounded easy and the pay was good. 
"The countess (thus the hostess is 
termed» treats us right. But she’s 
strict.” 
"How's that?” 
"Well, we have to be on duty from 
ten to six and we can’t make dates 
with anyone we meet here. A fella 
asked me to drive out to Long Island 
with him last night and do you think 
the countess would let me out? A 
hot night, too.” 
“Do you meet many men you like?” 
"In this place? No! 
Nothing but 
suckers. 
If a decent guy comes in 
he’s either too drunk to be any fun 
or he’s on a party and has his own 
girl with him.” 
"Why do you work here, then, if 
it isn’t any fun?” 
“It’s a job. I make plenty of dough, 
that's all.” 
Leona gets twenty per cent of every 
check she helps ring up. If a man 
comes into the countess’ place alone 
or wdth other men the countess greets 
them, wisecracks, cheerio, hey-hey, 
and makes tnem feel at home and 
asks them if they’d like to meet some 
girls. 
They would, so she sends 
Leona and as many more as needed 
over to join th^m. Drinks are or­ 
dered. 
Those served to the girls do not 
contain liquor. They look like drinks 
and they cost like drinks but they are 
only stage props,—orange set-ups, or 
cold tea without the stick. Now and 
then during the night if Leona or 
one of her co-workers needs a drink 
to keep her going it is served to her 
outside in the rest room. The coun­ 
tess sees that none of her girls drink 
too much. 
Most of the girls have their own 
"fella's”, according to Leona. 
The 
countess neither dictates nor investi­ 
gates their private lives. Their job is 
to dress well, keep sober, amuse their 
designated customers, and see that 
they spend all they can.
